1. Short title and commencement. ( 1) This Act may 
be called the Goa University (Amendment) Act, 2000 . 


Section 8 of the Goa University Act, 1984 (Act 7 of 
1984 ), provides that the Governor of the State of Goa shall 
be the Visitor of the University and section 10 provides 
that the Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the Statutes. 

Consequent upon conferment of Statehood on Goa , it is 
found necessary to amend the Goa University Act so as to 
abolish the Office of Visitor and transfer the powers vested 
in the Visitor to the Chancellor. This is in line with the 
practice in other States in the country where the Governor 
of the State is normally the Chancellor of the University 
and the honour of Visitor is normally reserved only for dig . 
nitaries like the President and Vice- President of India . As 
a result of this amendment, the Governor shall be the Chan 
cellor of the University and shall perform the functions of 
both the Visitor and the Chancellor. This will enable the 
Governor to preside at convocations of the University held 
for conferring degrees and also be the Head of the Univer 
sity by virtue of his office.

The Goa Barge Tax (Amendment) Bill , 2000 


The Department was collecting total revenue of about 
Rs. 48.07 lakh approximately per annum . The tax was 
meant to meet the expenditure on maintenance of inland 
waterways of Goa . Due to constant increase in the 
maintenance expenditure and the need to mobilize 
additional resources to augment revenue receipts, it has 
been proposed now to revise the rates . With the revision 
of the barge tax as fixed , the Government will get an 
additional revenue of Rs. 37.92 lakh per annum approxi 
mately as the said rates are to be revised further by issue 
of Notification in the Official Gazette, not exceeding the 
maximum rates specified in the Schedule in terms of 
section 3 of the Goa, Daman and Diu Barge Tax Act, 1973 
( Act 10 of 1973 ). The said tax could be collected within 
the existing manpower of the Department. The proposed 
revision of barge tax does not entail extra expenditure on 
the part of the exchequer.
